The miniscule increase reflected a 
sharp drop in grocery prices, the depart­ 
ment said 
The 0 I per cent increase was the 
smallest since Sept 1971, and showed the 
continuing slowdown in the rate of infla­ 
tion The Consumer Price Index rose 0 4 
per cent in January anti averaged 0.6 per 
cent average for the last three months of 
1975 
Seasonally adjusted index figures 
showed an overall I per cent decline in 
food prices, due mainly to a 15 per cent 
drop in grocery foods That followed a 0 4 
per cent decline last month 
Administration 
economists had 
predicted Thursday that inflation would 
continue to moderate in coming months, 
primarily due to prospects of future 
declines in food prices 
The February statistics indicated gas­ 
oline prices also declined while charges 
lor consumer services rose, but at a sl­ 
ower rate than in January 
Prices for some foods rose despite the 
overall trend, including coffee, while 
prices ta r restaurant meals and snacks 
away from home rose 0 8 per cent, the 
same as in January. 
Commodities other than food in­ 
creased 0 3 per cent, continuing a 
moderate rate of advance 
Clothing 
prices also rose moderately. 
The Labor l>epartment said sharp in­ 
creases in auto insurance rates ac­ 
counted for much of the 13 per cent rise 
in transportation service prices.

Graydon B Hall, agricultural 
commissioner of Santa Barbara 
County this week announced the 
release of the 1975 annual crop 
report showing the gross dollar 
value of agricultural products 
produced in the county es­ 
tablished a new record of 
$157 358.195 This represented 
an increase of over six million 
dollars compared to the 1974 
agricultural crop value of 
$152,492,076 
The diversity of agricultural 
wealth in the county was il­ 
lustrated by 31 different crops 
reaching the million dollar 
status In 1974 there were 27 
that exceeded the million dollar 
mark 
Cattle and calves lead in 
overall 
value 
($22 038.919). 
followed by head lettuce 
(S U ,260.SOO i . 
broccoli 
($ 10 536 OOO). 
lemons 
($8 914 000i, and strawberries 
($8 023 320 
Seven of the eight crop 
production divisions listed in 
the Crop Report Summary 
showed an increase over 1974 
The exception was the 
vegetable crop division 
The 
overall decline was attributable 
to reduced acreages, yields and 
lower prices received by 
producers The sharp decline in 
acreage of frozen broccoli and 
cauliflower was attributed to 
the heavy carryover of inven­ 
tories at the processors Head 
lettuce acreage and yields 
declined but remained the 
number one vegetable crop as 
to value for 1975 Substantial 
gains in value were noted in 
cabbage carrots and celery 
Spinach went over the one 
million dollar mark for the first 
time due to increased acreage, 
production 
and 
value, 
Tomatoes, including both fresh 
market and processing tripled 
in acreage indicating a major 
shift towards this crop 
The field crops division 
showed an increase of over one 
half million dollars compared 
to 1974 
Major increases in 
acreage and production were 
made in barley, oats, gram hay 
and sugar beets 
However. 
prices received by growers 
were lower than the 1974 level 
Acreage planted to commercial 
beans namely small whites and 
limas, declined sharply com­ 
pared to past years 
Fruit and nut crop values 
were up over three million 
dollars from 1974 Strawberries 
and lemons accounted for this 
raise in value with increased 


bearing acreage and tonnage 
per acre The decline in value of 
avocados was attributed to 
lower prices received by 
producers and not offset by in­ 
creased production 
Bearing 
acreage of wine grapes more 
than doubled compared to 1974 
This trend will continue as 
more planted acreage comes 
into commercial production 
The difficulty of wineries handl­ 
ing over production, coupled 
with the depressed market con­ 
ditions, presented problems to 
the wine grape producer 
Seed crops made a significant 
rise in value, just short of three 
million dollars over 1974 Santa 
Barbara County’s ideal growing 
conditions for the production of 
quality seed may account for 
the seed bean acreage more 
than doubling 
in 
1975 
Klowerseed production also 
made substantial gains in 
acreage and value Vegetable 


seed gross value reflected 
downward movement both in 
production and acreage 


Nursery 
Products, cut 
flowers and foliage were up 
over 1974 values 
Increased 
production totals for indoor 
decorative potted plants and 
greenhouse grown flowers and 
foliage accounted for this rise 
In contrast, fruit tree and 
grapevine nursery stock was off 
sharply in dollar value during 
the year 


The overall value of the 
livestock and poultry divisions 
continued to rise over the 
previous year The number of 
cattle and calves sold declined 
in 1975, however the liveweight 
total was slightly higher than 
1974 This was the result of 
producers selling heavier 
weight animals at higher prices 
which accounted for the in­ 
crease in value

Princess, Earl 
now separated 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The 
state Energy Commission has 
rejected San Diego Gas and 
Electric Co's application to 
build the proposed $1 8 billion 
Sun Desert nuclear power 
plant 


The commission Thursday 
told the utility to apply again 
when it can supply more infor­ 
mation It said the application 
“ does not contain information 
required by commission regula­ 
tions in sufficient detail to per­ 
mit adequate staff analysis " 


The action means that review 
of the application, the first of 
its type received by the new 
commission, came to a halt It 
also defuses potential controv­ 


ersy over the plant until after 
the June 8 primary vote on the 
nuclear power plants initiative 
In a letter to the utility. Ex­ 
ecutive Commission Director 
Lloyd Forrest said the rejection 
does not in any manner 
suggest any judgment of the 
merits of the power plant 
proposal It is merely a deter­ 
mination that the submitted in­ 
formation is insufficient to 
begin staff work ** 
If the application, formally 
called a “ notice of intent.” had 
been accepted, hearings by the 
commission would have begun 
within 60 days during the ex­ 
pected peak of the campaign 
over passage of the nuclear in­ 
itiative

Ford. seated next to the 
fireplace in the Oval Office 
with (tales in an adjacent 
armchair, told reporters he has 
known the new envoy since they 
served as fellow Naval officers 
aboard the same ship, the 
carrier Monterrey, in World 
War II 
The President said their 
friendship developed when he 
went to Congress and (iates 
served first as Navy secretary 
and then Defense secretary un­ 
der President Dwight I) 
Eisenhower 
“ He did a superlative job' as 
defense secretary. Ford said 
The President said sending a 
man of (iates' stature to Peking 
reflects'' the importance he 
attaches to U S relations with 
China

agent in charge of the Knoxville 
FBI office 
Doctors 
pharmacists and 
hospitals across the nation 
were alerted Thursday to watch 
tor Bishop, who soon may need 
a refill of an antidepressant 
drug prescribed to combat anx­ 
iety tension irritability and al­ 
coholism 
Chief ranger Dick Moeller 
said although the wooded area 
was infested with wild boar and

According to police, the van­ 
dals broke into and looted 40 
shops five banks, a pharmacy. 
Le Drugstore at Saint-Germain- 
des Pres in the Left Bank stu­ 
dent quarter, a department 
store and two new shopping 
centers in Montparnasse 
police estimated 15.(HK) per­ 
sons took part in the demon­ 
stration but newspapers said 
the marchers numbered 20.(HK) 
to 30 OOO 
No arrests or injuries were 
reported 
The students were protesting 
a government reform that 
make university entrance ex­ 
ams and final examinations for 
diplomas more difficult 
According to Education Min­ 
istry officials, the reform is 
aimed at weeding out students 
who .ire not serious about tak­ 
ing up the profession they are 
studying

SACRAM ENTO (U P I) 
Lvnette Fromme. sentenced to 
life in prison for attempting to 
kill President Ford, was quietly 
returned to a federal jail 
facility in San Diego Thursday, 
federal authorities reported 
Miss From m e. 27. was 
brought to Sacramento County 
Jail from the San Diego facility 
late last month to testify as a 
defense witness in the death 
threat trial of fellow Manson 
followers Sandra Good and 
Susan Murphy However. Miss 
Fromme refused to testify rn 
the trial which concluded Tues­ 
day. 


M eantime, 
autho rities 
reported that Miss Murphy and 
Miss Good. convicted of con­ 
spiring to mail death threat let­ 
ters. were transferred Wednes­ 
day night from the Sacramento 
jail to the Yolo County Jail in 
Woodland because of a problem 
with their vegetarian diets 


Hill Miller a spokesman tor 
the Sacramento County sherif- 
I s office, said the Sacramento 
jail could not provide the 
vegetarian diet the two women 
desired 


“ We do not provide special 
diets for prisoners except for 
medical reasons.” Miller said, 
adding he believed Yolo County 
agreed to provide such foods for 
the women 


Federal authorities said Miss 
Fromme was removed from the 
Sacramento jail in the early 
morning hours Thursday and 
taken to the Metropolitan 
Correction Center in San Diego 
They refused to say how Miss 
Fromme was transported 


Miss Good, 31, and Miss 
Murphy. 33, followers of mass 
murderer Charles Manson, 
were convicted of one count 
apiece of conspiring to mail 
death threat letters to business 
executives thev accused of 
polluting the environment Miss

Bailey, compact and impec­ 
cably dressed in a navy blue 
suit, built an argument mixing 
tact and high emotional con­ 
tent. defended Miss Hearst as a 
terrified victim of her Sym- 
tuonese Liberation Army kid­ 
napers. and spoke for only 46 
minutes 
The case, said Bailey, was 
not really about bank robbery, 
but about dying or surviving, 
and the heiress was trying to 
survive by obeying her captors. 
We all have «» date with death. 
he sui id. and we try to postpone 


it. and that s what Miss Hearst 
was doing, and would you have 
done any differently’’ 
He stalked around the lec­ 
tern, his face often tlushing red 
with emotion, and he said it was 
important that the nation sort 
this ease out. that we are into 
something Americans have not 
known before, hut that the 
military has known about it 
the use of new techniques to 
break down prisoners-of-war 
Prosecutor Browning sur

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WASHINGTON - (NEA) — I met 
Mike Mansfield a decade ago in a hotel 
room in Helena, Mont 
He was the 
state s senior senator on a visit to home 
I blew rn on a reporting assignment A 
mutual friend offered an introduction 
and I seized tin* opportunity for narrow 
reasons 
it was the time of Vietnam. 
which 
I 
then 
embraced, 
and 
I 
wanted to argue Man­ 
sfield s antiwar views 
The door to the 
senator s room was 
open, and he was 
waiting for me in 
shirtsleeves on the 
edge of the bed I was 
offered the only chair 
in the room He lit a 
pipe 
crossed his 
arms over his chest 
and explained that the 
small, plain, very ugly room was 
adequate for his stay 
He didn t like 
suites he said He had no entourage His 
need*- were simple Saying this. which 
xx as a lot for him he retreated behind an 
expression of solemnity, and listened 
while I explained my concern for hts 
Vietnam opposition 
I said that I had seen a great deal of 
the combat as a correspondent and was 
worried that the increasing lack of sup­ 
port for it in America might eventually 
pla<*e I S soliders in jeopardy I was 
overly blunt one might even say insuf­ 
ferable I said I had seen enemy leaflets 
quoting George McGovern s condemna 
Mon of the war, and had talked with men 
in the ranks who wert becoming con­ 
fused with the similar remarks being 
made bx Mansfield Naturally, I added 
that such talk here could only encourage 
the enemy and prolong events 
Have you been in Vietnam” * I asked 
“ Not recently." he said 
“ Then how can you judge it all all?*’ 
I learned later of course that my 
equating his ignorance of Southeast Asia 
with his lack of experience was not only 
naive but in error Mansfield had been a 
lifelong scholar on Asian affairs, a un­ 
iversity instructor in such before be com 
mg a lawmaker, a man whose Far 
Kastem knowledge was thought so 
valuable that Franklin Roosevelt sent 


papers the other evening it is simply ex­ 
plained The boy is “ subbing'' for the 
regular earner and until he became ac­ 
customed to the route, a couple were 
sort of “ missed " ... This comes out of 
the Califorma-Hawaii Elk magazine: 
“ You can no more measure a home by 
inches, or weigh it by ounces, than you 
can set up the boundaries of a summer 
breeze or calculate the fragrance of a 
rose Home is the love which is in it ” ...

Mansfield said none of this, by the 
way For much of our conversation, ac­ 
tually, he said very little of anything He 
nodded 
He shook his head. He said

pose I took his simple reticence as a 
weakness as have many over his 34 
years in public life (IO as a congressman. 
24 as a senator. IS as the majority 
leader) His lack of dynamism has been 
a Washington issue for decades 
Colleagues have for years urged him to 
lorn* alive to which his response has 
been “ I am not a ringmaster *' 
He certainly isn't Bom 72 years ago in 
Manhattan sent to Montana to be reared 
by in-laws, a one-time runaway who 
joined the Navy at age 14 and a former 
mine worker who became a college 
professor, Mansfield is merely Man­ 
sfield, which is quite enough 
He is 
perhaps as fine a politician as this nation 
can hope to produce Gentle, generous, 
honest 
he is an elected official who 
serves the public rather than himself He 
has never had a press secretary, reads 
every piece of constituent mail, and 
works 12-14 hours days A rare officer in­ 
deed 
And now that he has announced his 
retirement. I'm reminded of his finest 
quality That day in the hotel room he let 
me speak as if I had something to say I 
was there for an hour or more 
a 
crusading zealot before the Ulk closed 
In the end he said that if the United 
States stopped in Vietnam, the suffering 
would stop Then he said he had a great 
deal of respect for the military except 
when it was wrong His pipe was empty 
We shook hands I left. 
Downstairs in the lobby the mutual 
friend asked how the interview went I 
said it was disappointing How so’ Well, 
it was frustrating I said - “ I couldn't 
get through to the old man at all.** 
Mike Mansfield will leave the Senate 
at the completion of this term He has 
been in the body for one-sixth of the 
nation * history since independence He 
has served longer as majority leader 
than any other man Of all that he has 
been, however I will remember him 
most and moat humbly, for his ability to 
suffer fools
